* gery quiet at Ohlaa, Grotkau, and the Neighbour: 
* hood, which is a Proof that they have got nothing 
* to boaft of in the late Battle fince they make not the 
* feaft Motion to come mear us. We can't yet fay any 
* Thing pofitive as to their Lofs, but it muft be confi- 
* dérable, becaufe there are at leaft a thoufand of their 
* Horfes in our Army ; and the Confufion muft have 
* been very great in theirs, confidering that after their 
Right Wing had been defeated by our Cavalry, Part 
of the King’s Retinue retir'd towards Lewen, where 
fome made a Halt, and cover'd the Bridges with Che- 
vaux de Frife, while the others pafs’d the Neifs and 
went to the Gates af Oppela, into which the General 
Baronai had but juft thrown too Huffars, who made 
them Prifoners of War. This Part of the King’s 
Retinue confiftled ef 17 Officers, and there was one 
of the King’s Led Horfes, which is prefented to the 
General in Chief: The other Horfes above-men- 
tion’d were fold Yefterday to the higheft Bidder. 
The Prifoners are to be fent to Moravia. No doubt 
a Cartel will be foon agreed on for the Exchange of 
thofe on both Sides. All Hands are at work on the 
Fortifications of this City. The Lofs fuftain’d in the 
late Battle diminifhes every Day, by the Return ofa 
great Number of Soldiers to their Colours, who fepa- 
rated from the Army in the Retreat. Thofe already 
‘ come back are eomputed at 600.’
